WHAT IS A CONTRACT? 


Citizen* of l.<1u.f]l have now before 


Im-m an filiation for contract work 
in the construction of streets. One. of 
the. most profitable considerations in 
connection with the movement is Ihe 
opportunity afforded the community to 
learn n little more of tho sacred char- 
acter of a contract, solemnly made, 
signed and sealed by the contracting 
parties. 


To some, especially the people who 


have no conscience, no sense of Justice, 
a contract means nothing. Rut It Is 
desirable that everybody should study 
well the nature of a contract between 
two individuals imposing mutual obli- 
gations plainly 
staled 
and 
equally 


binding upon both parlies. 


It may be an agreement between a 


private citizen and the city, state or 
nation; it may bo written or oral, hut 
in either case It Is equally bind- 
ing In conscience. The written con- 
tract Is specific and 
from 
its very 


nature, leaves less 
room 
for mis- 


understanding or disavowal than does 
tbe oral instrument. 


•So very Important and so sacred 


was the contract considered by the 
founders of this republic that 
the 


framers of the constitution saw fit lo 
provide In Article 1, Chapter 10, par- 
agraph three, that "no state shnii pa.<s 
any law Impairing the obligation of 
contracts." That 
indicates how sa- 


credly the contract was regarded by 
right thinking men of that age; 
and 


in every age, ancient 
and 
modern, 


loyally lo the binding character of 
a contract was Ihe 
very foundation 


stone of our civilization. 


Blackstone says "a contract Is an 


agreement upon sultlcient considera- 
tion to do or not to do a particular 
thing." l-'very 
form 
of -bargaining, 


trading, buying and selling Is conducl- 
fd by the contract system. When a 
man purchases a piece of property for 
a stated, amount, his deed 
Is 
the 


contract 
that sets forth • the 
prop- 


erty to be transferred on the one side 
and tho amount to be paid over to the 
owner on the other. 
When a public 


official enters upon his duties, hi? 
oath of office Is his contract; and If 
he violates tbat, he violates a sacred 
covenant with the state. In the work 
of 
the municipal 
departments, 
the 


contract is the basis upon which every 
important transaction 
Is conducted. 


The purchasing agent agrees to pur- 
chase certain supplies. 
He receives 


bids and awards the contract to the 
lowest'responsible bidder. 


When labor is employed, each man 


Is under contract to serve the city 
a certain number of hours each work- 
ing day for a fixed amount. He con- 
tracts to render a certain service and 
this contract obliges the city to com- 
pensate him at the rate of wages 
agreed upon when he entered the ser- 
vice or at some time 
later. In 
all 


Justice and fairness, each party to this 
contract—the city on one side and 'he 
department employe on the otber—S3 
Abound to comply with the conditions 
'thereof until It is legally terminated 
by one or the other. 


When the city wants outside parties 


to do certain specified work such 'is 
building a schoolhouse or blockpaving 
a public street. It draws up the specill- 
cations of the work to be done, describ- 
ing I'na method and the material to 
be used, and then calli for bids In 
competition. In every Important-con- 
tract of this kind it asks for a bond 
to indemnify the city if the work be 
not done according to the specifications 
or If it should not prove to be as re- 
quired In every particular. 


That is contract work, and the kind 


of contract work that will be called 
lor If the people vote in favor of the 
petition submitted by the chamber of 
commerce. To assail that method or 
to try to discredit it. would be to de- 
clare against the universal custom of. 
doing business, in public and In pri- 
vate, between municipalities and pri- 
vate parties, between cities, states and 
nations and between man and his 
Creator. 
Xo, tbe contract, the cove- 


nant, the specific agreement. 
Is the 


basis by which men. municipalities 
states and nations assume obligations 
and severally bind themselves to the 
discharge of their respective responsi- 
bilities.

There Is reason to believe that some 


such plan would greatly help the Unit- 
ed States to 
compete with nations 


vhlch, owing to .their depreciated cur- 
rency, have a distinct advantage over 
us In foreign markets. Some of tho 
European 
nations whose money U 


cheap as compared with ours find tbat 
his very fact brings them trade and 
turns trade away from 
the 
United 


Slates. It Is the great discrepancy in 
tbe rale of exchange 
with foreign 


countries combined with the high price 
of commodities as 
compared 
with 


hose of other countries that i* cutting 
down our exports and is a consequence 
reducing our imports. 


This problem Is one well worthy of 


careful consideration by our financiers, 
and by such men as Secretary Hoover, 
who is familiar with conditions In Eu- 
ropean nations, it may be objected 
by some that we are not to enter Into 
any intimate relations with those coun- 
tries; but this arrangement would be 
more for our advantage than theirs.

Secretary Mellon asked congress yes- 
terday to defer aclion mi the soldiers' 
jonua bill. 


"This is not a time lo impose sev- 


eral billion dollars of new liabilities, 
on an already overburdened ircasuiT," 
;he secretary said io Senator r'reling- 
tiuysen, republican, New Jersey, In a 
letter which was read In the senate 
when the bonus bill was called up. 
Tho bill, has already passed the house 
and the letter was In response to a 
reiuest from Senator Kiollnghuysen 
for a Etalemenl o( the financial objl- 
gailons which the bill would place, up-' 
on ihc government. 


The letter was characterized hy Sen- 


ator Underwood, democratic 
leader, 


who, 
after its reading, mude an atlack 


on tile bill, as "strong, forceful and to 
the point." 
In passing the bill. the. 


Alabama senator said, the republican, 
majority would "write in the country's 
history that men no longer sacrifice, 
but that they measure, their service 
in dollars." 


Replying briefly, Senator McCiimber. 


republican, -Vorth Dakota. In charge 
of the hilt, denied that any attempt 
was being made to measure the ser- 
vices of soldiers o( the world war in 
dollars. 


Mr. -Mellon estimated Ihal Iho hill

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WHAT IS A CONTRACT? 


Citizens of Lowell have now before 


lT»rm an tt£iutlon f°r contract work 
in the construction of streets. One of 
the most profitable considerations In 
connection with the movement is the 
opportunity afforded the community to 
learn a little more of the sacred char- 
acter of a contract, 
solemnly made. 


Bigned and sealed by the contracting 
parties. 


To some, especially the people- who 


have no conscience, no sense of Justice, 
a contract means nothing. Hut It is 
desirable that everybody should study 
well the nature of a contract between 
two individuals Imposing mutual obli- 
gations plainly 
stated 
and 
equally 


binding upon both parties. 


It may be an agreement between a 


private citizen and Ihe city, slate or 
nation; it may be written or oral, but 
in either case 
It Is equally bind- 


ing In conscience. The written con- 
tract Is specific and 
from 
Its very 


nature, leaves less 
room 
for mis- 


understanding or disavowal than does 
the oral instrument. 


So very important and so sacred 


was the contract considered by the 
founders 
of this republic 
that 
the 


framers of the constitution saw fit to 
provide in Article 1. Chapter 10, par- 
agraph three, that "no state shall pao3 
• ny law Impairing the obligation of 
contracts." That Indicates how sa- 
credly the contract was regarded by 
right thinking men of that age; 
anil 


in every age, ancient 
and 
modern; 


loyalty 
to the binding character of 


a contract was the 
very foundation 


stone of our civilization. 


Blaclistone says "a contract is an 


Agreement upon .sutncient considera- 
tion to do or not to do a particular 
thing." Every 
form 
of 
bargaining, 


trading, buying and selling Is conduct- 
ed by the contract system. When a 
man purchases a piece of property for 
a stated amount, his deed 
Is 
the 


contract that sets forth the prop- 
erty to be transferred on the one side 
and the amount to be paid over to the 
owner on the other. When a public 
official enters upon his duties, his 
oath of office is his contract; and If 
he violates that; he violates a sacred 
covenant with the state. In the work 
of 
the municipal 
departments, 
the 


contract is the basis upon which every 
important transaction 
Is conducted. 


The purchasing agent agrees to pur- 
chase certain supplies. 
He receives 


bids and awards the contract to the 
lowest responsible bidder. 


When labor is employed, each man 


is under contract to serve the city 
a certain number of hours each work- 
ing day for a fixed amount. He con- 
tracts to render a certain service suid 
this contract obliges the city to com- 
pensate him at'the rale of wages 
agreed upon when he entered the ser- 
vice or at some time 
later. In 
all 


justice and fairness, each party to this 
contract—the city on one side and 'he 


" department employe on the other—is 


bound to comply with the conditions 
thereof until It is legally terminated 


. by one or tbe other. 


When the city wants outside parties 


to do certain specified work such as 
building a schoolhouse or biockpaving 


' » public street, it draws up tbe speciti- 


cations of the work to be done, describ- 
ing the method and the material 
to 


• be used, and then calls for bids in 


competition. In every Important con- 
tract of this kind it asks for a bond 
to indemnify the city if the 'work be 


. not done according to the specifications 


or if it should not prove to be as re- 
quired in every particular. 


That Is contract work, and the kind 
, of contract work that will be called 


lor if the people vote in favor of the 
petition submitted by the chamber of 
commerce. To assail that method or 


. to try to discredit it. would be to de- 


clare against the universal custom of 
doing business. In public and In pri- 


. vate. between municipalities and pri- 


vate parties, between cities, states and 
nations 
anrl between 
man and his 


Creator. No, the contract, the cove- 
rant, the specific agreement. Is the 
basis by which men, municipalities, 
ctates and nations assume obligations 
and severally bind themselves to the 
discharge of their respective responsi- 
bilities. 


may not be ready to purchase at the 
/.•esent time, but park laud at a. mod- 
erate price, If In a suitable location, 
Is always a good investment. Perhaps 
some citizen who has tho means will 
rival Mr. Rhedd's philanthropy; but the 
city cannot safely bank upon any such 
possibility. 


TO HELP TRADE 


In view of the steady decline of our 


export business and the lack of any 
remedy thus far In sight, Comptroller 
of the Currency Crisslnger has sug- 
gested the establishment of an Inter- 
national standard of exchange which 
would to a great extent, relieve this 
country of the disadvantage In trade 
due to the depreciated currency of 
many of the European nations. 
Ho 


recommends the establishment of an 
International exchange 
bank, corre- 


sponding to tho Federal Reserve In this 
country, to bo affiliated with Institu- 
tions in the various 
countries, 
and 


through them to establish a currency 
of 
International 
transactions, while 


leaving each country free to continue 
Us domestic business in Its own do- 
mestic currency. The comptroller says 
we are threatened with gold inflation 
without a satisfactory compensating 
movement of commodities to tho coun- 
tries sending the gold. 


There is reason to believe that some 


such plan would greatly kelp the Unit- 
ed States to compete 
with 
nations 


which, owing to their depreciated cur- 
rency, have a distinct advantage over 
us in foreign markets. Some of tho 
European nations whose money 
is 


cheap as compared with ours find that 
this very fact brings them trade and 
turns trade away from 
the 
United 


Slates. It Is the great discrepancy in 
the rate of exchange 
with 
foreign 


countries combined with Iho high price 
of commodities as 
compared 
with 


those of other countries that Is cutting 
down our exports and as a consequence 
reducing our imports. 


This problem Is one well worthy of 


careful consideration by our financiers, 
and by such men as Secretary Hoover, 
who is familiar with conditions In Eu- 
ropean nations. It may be objected 
by some that we are not to enter into 
any Intimate relations with those coun- 
tries; but this arrangement would be 
more for our advantage than theirs.

Pub- 
ic feeling is said to be stirred up 
gainst the American residents In Mex- 
co with the result that many of them 
eel that their lives . are 
In danger,

Issues Warning to Senate In 


Urging Delay on Soldier 


Measure 


WASHINGTON. 
July 7.—With 
a 


warning that there Is grave danger 
of an Immediate government deficit, 
Secretary Mellon nsked congress y< 
lerday to defer action on the soldiers' 
bonus bill. 


''This Is not a time to imposo sev- 


eral billion dollars of r,e\v liabilities, 
on an already overburdened treasury," 
the secretary said to Senator Freling- 
nnysen, republican. New Jersey, in a 
letter which was read In the senate 
when the bonus bill was railed jp. 
Tho bill has already passed the house 
and tho Jei-ter was In response 10 a 
request from Senator Krelinghuysen 
for a statement of the (SnanciaV obli- 
gations which tho bill would placo up- 
on the government. 


The letter was characlerlzed by Sen- 


ator Underwood, democratic 
leader, 


who, 
after-its reading, made an attack 


on the bill, as "stroriff, forceful and to 
the point." 
In passing the bill, the 


Alabama, senator said, the republican 
majority would "write in the country's 
history that men no longer sacrifice, 
but that they measure their servlco 
in dollars." 


Replying briefly. Senator McCumbcr, 


republican, North Dakota, in charge 


the -bill, denied that any attempt 


was being made to measure the ser- 
vlcca of soldiers ot* the world war in 
dollars. 


Mr. Mellon estimated that the bill 


would cost the country between a bil- 
lion and a half and five and a quarter 
billion dollars, that it would "swell 
the cost of government and virtually 
defeat ihe administration's program of 
retrenchment and economy," and that 
it would block "all refunding opera- 
tions on the national debt, and depress 
further the prices of Liberty bonds." 


These, he said, would be "Inevitable 


direct financial consequences," adding 
that probable indirect results wouid 
be "grave danger of renewed inflation, 
increased commodity prices and un- 
settled business conditions." 


All o£ his estimates, the secretary 


explained, were devoted mainly to the 
cash payment sections of the bill, and 
took "no account of expenses of ad- 
ministration, or possible cost of afford- 
ing vocational training, farm or home 
aid or land settlement aid to veterans 
who elect such benefits." 


"I should be derelict In my dnty to 


the country and to the veterans them- 
selves if T failed to Klve this warn- 
ing- of the inevitable financial conse- 
quences of the pending bill." he con- 
cluded. "The result -would be serious 
injury and loss to the whole com- 
munity, arid in the long run the veter- 
ans themselves would lose far more 
than they would gain. I cannot bring 
myself to believe that this would be 
'adjusted compensation' for a service 
that was performed as the highest duty 
of citizenship and a sacrifice that can 
never be measured in terms of money." 


Not the least disturbing feature, he 


continued, wns the bill's plan to post- 
pone actual distribution of funds until 
next year, which, he said, "tends to
